Tli<> Clash of Authority Be- 
tween the Governor 
and the Senate 



Assuming Most Dangerous Pro 
portions and the Senate Will 
Probably Take Steps 



To Proceed Against The Chief 
Executive-Partisianship 
Run Mad. 



The disgraceful display of partisan- 
ship at Frankfort reached a stage Sun- 
day night that must mark the present 
session of the Kentucky Legislature as 
the most shameful one In the entire 
shitery. of not only th.'s, but of any 
other State, not excepting the recon- 
struction period through which Eome 
of Kentucky's Southern sisters passed. 

At 9:30 o'clock Sunday night tiov. 
Bradlev. acting upon what he calls 
authority, but which looks most like 
up .pinion, ordered out the State 
/Thirds and placed them in charge of 
■ Btate lions.;* At the hour named 
the riot bell of the Franklin county 
Court House was rung and the Mo- 
Opirj Guards of that city quickly as- 
sembled and were placed in charge ot 
the State House and grounds. Pick- 
ets were placed at the gates and along 
the fence surrounding the State House 
grounds and all who attempted to 
enter were stopped by the soldiery. 
Senator Broustou among others at- 
tempted to enter and was stopped 
and, refused admission, 

"By what authority do you stop 
•ae?" demanded Mi. Biouston. "I 
am a State Senator and am entitled 
to entry " 

"L^m instructed to let no one in," 
replied the picket. 

"I demand to be admitted," said Mr. 
Bronston. 

jj The picket called in a loud voice ; 
"Orderly Sergeant, post No. 2" When 
this officer had come the pickel told 
him to call the Captain. Mr. Bronston 
was thon conducted to the office of the 
Governor and a spicy interview fol- 
lowed. Adjt. Gen. Collier ushered 
the Senator into the Governor's pri- 
vate, ollice. He was engaged in pre- 
paring a statement for the press and 
was surrounded by Republican leaders. 

"Governor," said Mr. Bronston, "1 
have just been stopped at the Stato 
House gate. I desire to know by 
What authority these soldiers are in 
tb/State House ?" 

The Governor dropped his pen. 
"By mine , sir," he rplled. 

Both ho aivd Mr. Bronston showed 

Continuing the Governor said : "In 
formation has reached mo that a mob 
composed of those men who have been 
intimiiU'ing and menacing members 
f the Legislature for the past few 
-ye would attempt to take charge of 
he House ot Representatives to-night 
n order to create a disturbance to- 
not row, ami the further information 
t'as reached me that it has been 
greed upon that I should bo artest- 
d for threatening to call out tho mili- 
ia, and for issuing the order to the 
beriff ; uNo that you sir, had said that 
ought lo he arrested. This iufor- 
«ti/V was conveyed to mo by a 
ewspaper correspondent, who is now 



present, and I have therefore called 
out the militia, not through any polit- 
ical motive, but to preserve the peace 
and dignity of this Commonwealth." 

"Who is the newspaper man?" 

To this the Governor replied : "Mr. 
D. Elliott Kcllv of theCincinnati Com- 
mcrcial-Gazstte, so informed me." 

Kelley was present. He stepped 
up and said that he had heard the 
rumor . He had not heard Mr . Bron- 
ston make such a statement. 

The information given to the Gov- 
ernor by Kelly was included in a note, 
which was as follows • 

Dear Colonel : Bronston got in from 
l^exington to-night, and a scheme is 
on foot to arrest you for usurpation of 
office. I thought you should know 
this. Blair, Assistant Sergeant-at- 
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Arms of the Senate, brought word 
from Lexington to-uiglit that the 
militia had be«B called out. What is 
there in it? Your friend, 

1). Elliott Kellt. 
The Governor later directed Kelly 
to arm himself with a pistol, saying 
that he might be attacked. Kelly did 
so. 

Mr. Bronston replied : "I denounce 
the statement that I made the remark 
attributed to me about your being ar- 
rested, or that any agreement had 
been made to that end as false and un- 
true. 

"I will say, though, that a gentle- 
man did say to me to-night that he 
had examined the statutes ou the sub- 
ject, and that in his opinion you could 
be tried for menace to the Senate. 
Now, Governor, I understand you 
claim the right to order out these 
troops without any request from the 
civil authorities." 

The Governor replied: "I do. I 
urn the highest civil officer in the 
Slate, and I think it my duty to pro- 

from tho presiding officers ot the two 
houses of the General Assembly say- 
that the local civil authorities had not 
preserved order, and that logi-lators 



had been intimidated, assaulted and 
overawed by people not entitled to 
the privileges of the two houses ." 

Mr. Bronston, before leaving, re- 
peated the question : 

"And you think, Governor, that 
you have the right to call out the State 
Guard without the request of the local 
civil authorities, and to take charge ot 
them yourself?" 

"I do, sir," was the Governor's re- 
ply. 

"Good evening," said Bronston. 

The Governor directed the Adjutant 
General and a corporal to escort Mr 
Bronston to the gate and see that he 
was not interrupted. 

The whole disgraceful entanglement 
is but tho ligitiniate outgrowth of par- 
tisanship run riot. Naturally the 
Democratic members ofbothllous.es 
are boiling over with indignation at 
the action of the Governor. An attempt 
to impeach him would be but a natu- 
ral sequence to his unwarranted at- 
tempt to interfere with Um dee action 
of the Senate. Let the outcome 
be what it may. Bradley's action lets 
the last bit of wind out of his little 
Presidential boom.

Moisture is Necessary 

For a good hatch. Often when 
chickens are hatching, the inner mem- 
brane of the egg adheres to the down 
of t tic chicken, which prevents libera- 
tion from the shell. This is usually 
caused by the nest being kept too dry. 
A great deal of trouble and loss in this 
way might be prevented by proper 
inauagemcirt. A shovel of moist 
earth should always bo placed in the 
bottom of the nest box. The heat ot 
the hen's body draws up a gradual 
•upply of moisture from the soil. It 
the weather or location is very damp, 
this is not essential, but moisture taatt 
be supplied from some source or the 
evaporation from the eggs will be bo 
great that the vitality ot the germ 
will be injured. A few days belore 
the eggs are due to hatch, dip them iu 
warm water just before the hen re- 
turns to her nest, or else pour a piut 
of warm water around the nest. If 
the oggs are dipped the work must be 
carefully and quickly done, This 
moisture wilibe converted into steam 
, by the heat of the hen's body, and 
this softens the inner membraue of 
the egg.

Some New Theories as to the 
Nature of the X Rays. 

New York. March 10.— Th. K<. - 
lectncal Uevic.v will publish lo-mor- 
row a communication from Nikola 
Teshi describing for the first time hi* 
very Interesting experiment! in radi- 
ography. The scientific world has 
been awaiting an expression of opin- 
ion from Mr. Tesla, who is known to 
have begun his experiments within 
an hour after tho news of Prof. Boeni 
gen's discovery was cabled to ibis 
country. In connection with Mr. 
Tesla's communication, the Electrical 
Review prints two remarkable radio- 
graphs. One of these shows the right 
shoulder of a man taken through his 
clothing, a plate of glass iluvo-six- 
teenths of an inch thick, and two 
inches of wood. This radiograph, 
which was ni-do at a distance of four 
feel from the source^pf the X-rays, 
shows the ribs, shouldor bones ami 
bones of the upper arm. Tho other 
radiograph shows a copper wire bent 
to form the word "Roentgen," and 
was made at a distance of eleven feet 
from the wooden side covering the 
sensitized plate. Mr. Tesla also states 
that the rarefaction of Crookos tubes 
used iu these experiments may be In- 
creased by electrical means to anv de- 
gree deBirable, far beyond that obtain- 
ably by mechanical appliances. This 
method he describes. 

In regard to the nature of X-rays 
he says : "I am getting more and more 
couviuced that we have to deal with a 
stream of materWI particles, which 
strike the sensitive plate with great 
velocities. Taking as a basis the es- 
timate of Lord Kelvin on the speed of 
pr< jected particles in a Crookes bulb, 
we arrive easily by tho employment of 
very high potentials to speeds of as 
much as 100 kilometers a second. 
Now, again, the old question arises: 
Are the particles from the electrode 
or from the charged surface, generally 
including the ca°-e of an external elec- 
trode, projected through the glass or 
aluminum walls, or do they merely 
hit the inner surface and cause par- 
ticles from the outside of the wall 
to fly off, acting iu a purely mechan- 
ical way, as when a row of ivory balls 
is struck? So far, most of the phe- 
nomena indicate that (hey are pro- 
jected through the wall of the bulb of 
whatever material It may be, audi 
am seeking for still more conclusive 
evidence in this direction. 

"It now demonstrated beyond any 
doubt that small metallic objects or 
chalky deposits can be infalliably de- 
tected iu any part of the body." 

Tesla has also secured radiographs 
showing the bony structure of birds 
and rabbits even to the hollow bones. 
He has secured a radiograph of a rabbit 
after an hour's exposure, in which not 
only evory detail of the skeleton is 
visible, hut also a clear outline of the 
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graps of largo birds show the feathers 
distinctly. Iu another instance an 
exposure of torty minutes gave a radio- 
graph of the human skull, showing 
clearly not only the outline, but the 
cavity of the eye, chin, cheek, nasal 
bones, the lower jiw and connections 
to the upper one, vertebral column 
and connections to the skull, the llesh 
and eveu the hair. 

Mr. Tesla concludes his communica- 
tion In the following interesting 
words : "By exposing the head to a 
powerful radiatiou strange effects have 
been noted. For instance, I find there 
is a tendency to sleep, and the time 
seems to pass away quickly. There is 
a general soothing effect, and I have 
felt a sensatiou of warmth in the 
upper part of the head. An assistant 
independently confirmed tho tendency 
to Bleep and a quick lapse of time.' 
Should these remarkable effects be 
verified by men with keener sense ot 
observation. I shall still more ;firmlv 
believe in the existence of material 
streams penetrating the skull. Thus 
it may be possible by these strange 
appliances to project a suitable chem- 
ical into any part of tho body.— Cou- 
iier-,Iouriiul.

Another Pension Steal. 

Of the many peculiar pension 
schemes, one has recently been intro- 
duced that should be awarded the 
palm for originality and effrontery. 
It is not conceivable that it has been 
asked for by any considerable number 
ot those it is framed to benefit. It is 
entitled "A bill to enter on the pension 
roll all officers, non-commissioned of- 
ficers, soldiers, sailors aud marines 
awarded medals of honor for gallant
